On Thursday, July 10, The Georgian published tho 
exclusive story of an affidavit in the possession of the 
lawyers for Leo M. Frank, accused of the murder oj 
Mary Phngan, made by W. H. Mineey, an insurance 
agent, the substance of which was to tho effect that Jim 
Conley, tho negro Bweeper at the penoil factory, had 
confessed that he killed the tittle girl. 

In his affidavit, Mineey declared that he met the ne¬ 
gro'Conley at Electric avenue and Carter street on the 
afternoon of the- murder; that Conley was Intoxicated 
and when approached by Mineey for insurance became 
angry and exclaimed, threateningly! “I have killed a 
girl to-day;T don’t want to kill nobody else.’’ 

The Georgian has now Secured from Mineey a com¬ 
plete statement of his connection with the Phagan case. 
It is as follows: 

By W. H. MINCLY 

If Jim Conley told the truth at a time he was most 
likely to do so, that is, when he' was drunk, then I know 
he killed Mary Phagan, and I have known this fon 
weeks. 

I am not an in^nfSnoeiagent, as some of the papers , 
haTe me, but I am a teacbBThy profession. I am a grad¬ 
uate of a branch, of the B^P'Hniversity, A. B. degree, 
hold a Georgia State I’eSCher’a license, and have been 
teaching in Georgia eVi^ year for the past twenty-five 
years. I am now teaching. But during my vacation H 
worked for an insurance company in Atlanta for ten 
weeks. 

By this company I was assigned a territory west otr 
the Terminal Station. Saturday, April 26, I worked in 
the office till noon. In the'afternoon I went'out on 
Peachtree street and saw the parade. After the parade 
I weut over-beyoud Davis street on “back calls’’ and to 
make an effort to close some “prospects” I had. 

I passod down Rhodes street, and when I turned 
back, I had calls to make back tin Electric avenue and 
Mitehcll street. From Rhodes street thero is a trailway;

The Georgian Secures Remarkable 
Statement From Chief Witness for 
Defense in the Trial of Frank. 
Declares Belief in Conley’s Guilt. 

On Thursday, July 10, The Georgian published (he 
exclusive story of nn affidavit in tho possession of the 
lawyers for Leo M. Frank, accused of tho murder of 
Mary Phagan, made by W. H. Mlncoy, an insurance 
agent, tha substance of which was to tho effect that Jim 
Cohlev, the negro sweeper at the pencil factory, had 
confessed that ho killed the little girl. 

In his affidavit, Mincey declared that ho met tho ne¬ 
gro Conley at Electric avenue and Carter Btreet on the 
afternoon of the murder; that Conley Was intoxicated 
and when approached by Mincey for insurance became 
angry and cxolaimed, threateningly: • "I have killed a 
girl-to-day (I don’t want to-kill-nobody-alse." 

The Georgian has now secured from Mincey a com¬ 
plete statement of bis connection with the Phagan ease.- 
It is as follows; 

By W. H. MINCEY 

If Jim Conley told tho truth at' ft time ho was moat 
likely to do’so, that is, when ho was drunk, then-I know 
lie killed Mary Phagan, and J? have known this for 
weeks. 

I am not ah insurance agent, as some of the papers 
have me, but I am a tqaehei' by profession. Jama grad¬ 
uate of a branch,of the State University, A. B. degree, 
hold a Georgia Eifatq license, and have been 

teaching in Georgia eveVjVyear for the past twenty-five 
years. ..I am now teaching. But during my vacation I 
worked for an insurance company in' Atlanta for ton 
weeks. 

By this company I was assigned u territory west of 
the Terminal Station. Saturday, April 26,1 worked in 
tile office till noofl. In the afternoon I went out on 
Peachtree street and saw the parade. After the parade 
I went over beyond Davis street*on “back calls’’ and to 
make an effort to close some “prospects" I had. 

I passed down Rhodes street, and when I turned 
[back, I had calls to make back on Electric avenue and 
Mitchell street. From Rhodes street there is a trailway 
up a bluff to tho junction of Carter street and.Electric 
avenue. I went up this. 

Passing the house that sits just on the brow of this 
bluff I noticed a negro man sitting with his head lean¬ 
ing down on his chest as if asleep. I passed oh some 
twenty feet when this negro raised his bead and said: 
“Who is tbatf” The sharp, quick, excited manner hi 
which he said this attracted my attention. A negro wo¬ 
man passing by Conley said, “It is a .policy man," 
meaning nn insurance man. 

Said He Was Jim Conley - t 

I stopped and got into a conversation with the negro 
about insurance.. He told me his name was Jim Conley.

No Other Girl Slain That Day

that day. Now, did Jim Conley not tell me ho killed Mary Plia- 
gan! If he did not, absolutely, I do not know when I have rea¬ 
soned oyt a proposition in algebra, geometry or logic. Hut I am 
sure I do know when I have solved a problem. 

On Sunday morning after the murder 1 heard someone say a 
17-year-old girl had been killed the night before, and dragged into 
a basement somewhere, supposed to be a girl of the streets and 
killed by some rowdies. 1 knew nothing further of this till Mon 
day morning, passing clown Forsyth street by the National Pencil 
Factory, I heard some one say “There is the place where the girl 
waa killed,” and some men standing there said she waa seen at 11 
o’clock Saturday night on the comer there. This placed the mur¬ 
der after I had seen ami talked to Conley.

By W. H. MINCEY 

If Jim Conley told the truth at a time he was most 
likely to do so, that is, when he was drunk, then I know 
•he killed Mary Phagan, and' I have known this for 
weeks. . 

I am not an Insurance agent, as some of the papers 
.. .have me, but I am a teacher by profession. I am a grad¬ 
uate of a branch of the'State University, A, B. degree, 
hold a Georgia State Teacher’s license, and have been 
teaching in Georgia every year for the paat twenty-five 
yeara.
